.The moft vivid defcriptions of Gilpin, joined 
to the folid narratives of Pennant, fhould ratl^er 
animate, than difcourage, to the journey. The 
living eye of fuch a traveller fhould not be 
contented with any thing ftiort of the living 
volume; in every page and paflage of which, 
nature will here prefent him with fomething to 
admire and imitate — fomething, which, though 
admired and defcribed before, will fupply new 
defcription, new imitation. In truth, the 
proper objects of genius can here never be 
exhaufted, nor genius itfelf fatigued with re- 
jDrefenting them. So redundant are the fports 
of nature in this happy foil, that with a flight 
change of your point of view, the fame fpot 
of ground will afford a fet of landfcapes: 
Taken from the top of the mountain you may 
(ketch the valley apart, and it is fufficicntly en- 
riched to fill- your canvafs, and call your imita- 
tive powers into the warmeft exertion; taken 
from the valley you have another feparate pic- 
ture — the firft interefting, foft, and delicate: 
the fecond noble, animated, and fublime: join 
their feveral beauties by drawing them in a 
middle direiflion between both, and, reveren- 
cing nature an^ yourfcif, you will prove the

XjlFTER about two hours riding in 
this charming country^ you come to a fpot So

Sucti, in very general expreffions, are the 
farmers, peanuts, and gentry, of the coAtncry, 
Svhich gives a titte to the Heir Apparent of 
one of the n^oft valuable crowns, ^and to one 
bf the moft accompliihed Princes in (he 
Chriilian world. It were undoubtedly to be 
wilhed, that, with equal truth, I could pay an

for a moment. Ah I my friend, how many 
poor ftarving wretches, worn down by their

I infiA apon this, the nthcr, as it is not more 
the chimcm of perfonJ of gemm, gbing iiitb 
foreign countries (or fine fccnery, than it ii ior 
people of rmull or broken furtunes^ to gachcr 
The wrecks of their property, and carry them 
a&rtod, on the fo!ft fupcrftition that they miy 
there fooner riy-jn- ibeir ruins, and, as it were, 
rebuild thcmrelves and lamilics than in any 
part of the Uritifh doinrnions. I muft own 
tlutt although I htivc travelled too much, not to 
have rubbed off all the iitile, or great, national 
prejudices, thai cling to my honeft friend 
y*Jm BhU, and although, I have had abundant 
fei&n to prove^ thai Providenirc has been hs 
ifnre equal to its indulgences to all the inhabU 
tanu 
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ttnts of the globe^ tha^ ftay-at-home people . 
can ever be made to belie ve» I am Engliflmiaa 
enoQgh to adopt that fcntimcnt of a brother 
wanderer^ which advifes us not to fpeiid marc 
inoney out of oar own cpuntry than i^ .nect;Cp 
fary. Mcthinks, indeed, it is but fair to give 
our own country the preference, wjiere advax^* 
tages are, -at leafl, equal. Thus^ if a familx 
finds an arrangement in London, or any of the 
provincial towns no longer fupportable, and 
can accocnplifh all the objeds of achange of 
place^ as well at the end of two hundredj a^ 
two thoufand miles, I humbly conceive, that 
the ihorteft cut to the land of economy is the 
bcfl; in which, the good old maxim of chopfing 
the leail of two evils is confirmed by conmaon 
fenfe. Should any of your friends, therefore, 
henceforward, find fuch retirements worth 
looking after, they may be found in almoft any 
part of the principality, north or fouth, two 
hundred miles from the Britifh capital, and if 
the other hundred be added, the expence of 
making it, would, in the end, be wcU repaid by 
the beauty of the country, and the reafonablc- 
nefs of provifions. Houfe rent is likewife a 
ytry important article. A friend of mine 
occupied an exceeding large, well-furniflied

A great deal more is neceflary in a fomi fy- rt*' 
fbrra^ than quitting the haunt of its fonhtfr 
follies or misfortunes. They come into a nfew 
country, -find it reafonable, take the firft op-- 
portunity to play off their pride againft their 
poverty; (hew the people they mix with, thlit 
they ftili wifh to be looked on as perfonages 6f 
diftinftions boaft of what fortunes they ha(¥e 
already fquandered, and what they caa- (Hll 
afford to laviih; put the natives firft upea 
extortioHf furnifhing them with the /r/ir/ to 
cheat, and then^ but too late, quarrel with 
them for taking it. Thus deep play, late hours, 
and every excefs of London and Dublin^ are» 
at the time I am now writing, together with 
clubs, and other town-bred luxuries, in the 
high ton of folly in many places, where the inha- 
bitancs grow rich and roguilh by fupplying 
them.

, X A&ttod that the lovwr ondcr of pcopk 
in this country are fuperftitious.

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About a month after, happening to pafs dirtnigd 
this village in my way back from Mil ford 
Haven, I undcrflood, from the landlord of the 
inn where I (lopped, that, notwithftanding 
my incredulity about the roarings, the- lea did 
not roar ivitboui reafoni for the bodiM of two 
failors were floated into the harbour the y^ty 
day after I went away.

Juft as the Oilier was 
leading my horfc to the door, a couple of 
failors came to the inn, and, in prcfence of 
my landlord, informed me, that they were 
brother and uncle to the aforefaid dead man* 
ners, who had deferted after mutiny, were

fomctimcs entering into a very long arrd 
folemn harangue on the topic, either of thi* 
world or the next. Sometimes it alTumes the 
tone of a friend, fomctimes of a foe.; fqinc^ 
times it is the Avell-known found of a-perfon 
living; but more ufually one that has been -in 
the grave long enough, one fliould Iiave 
thought, to have done with convcrfation. 

A third objevft of Cambrian credulity is, that 
of a lighted candle fpringing up before you, 
without a moment's warning, and going the 
way of your intended walk or ride for a num- 
ber of miles toj^etber; for it perfeftiy knows 
thcr road you are to take : and what is no lefs 
fuigular, the candle is carried by fome invifibic 
agent, who was never known to make his 
appearance ; though fome fay it moves by a 
j)ovvcr of its own. With rcfpecl to the moral 
agcr.cy of thcfc, it is generally allowed by the 
believers, that both the voice, and the light, 
arc font on " errands full of love.'* The firlt 
. jsuhought to be literally a "demoting voice; and 
the lall, with a little more difficulty, though 
nothing is, in the end, too arduous for fuper- 
iHtion, is made to be no lefs fubfervient to the 
purpofcs ol' a faith w hich even in its cxtcflcs 
leans to virtue. 

For 
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will hardly fuppofc that the moft foaming 
feftarics infefl: the inner moft receflcs of this 
country: the methodifts of all denominations 
make the mountains reverberate with their 
fulminations, loader than the anathemas of 
Rome, and that there is fcarce a village, or a 
dozen fcattercd hamlets, which receive not 
twice or thrice a week the efFulions of a 
ft rolling preacher. 

Something more affcfting than curiofity, has 
made me fevcral times an auditor of thcfc 
flaming difcourfcs, which are held in barns, 
ftablcs, or the open fields. It fecms incre- 
dible that half the conffrcGcation ihould be 
coniaincd in rhc villages; but the facl is, that 
on the preaching days, the people come pour- 
ing in from ail quarters within the diftridl, 
and vales and mountains give up their inha- 
bitants. I fliall not fpeak to you of the doclrinc, 
which is pretty much the fame every where; ^ 
and England is fufficiently over-run by thcfe 
itinerants to make its jargon familiar to 
every one; except that both the dodtrine, and 
the v.ay of delivering it, i.s more vehement and 
.vociferous in Wales than I ever remember to 
have witnelfed elfewhere. In fpeaking of the 
Lamb of God, the preacher aflured his hearers, 

that 
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fevcral occupations -vvrth more or Icfs afiidirityj 
after thcfe ebullitions; but as thciprtachings 
begin about noon, and continue fonrie hours, 
it nnuft abforb a great deal of that time, which 
might be pad in more ufcful, though Icfs 
violent labour; fori dare venture to fay, tKc 
hardefl: work they were ever put to for a 
day together, never fo wafted their animal 
fpirits, flraincd their mufclcs, or wearied 
their limbs, as two hours paft in this religious 
fury. 

But even this is better than the oppofite 
extreme of fitting arrogantly loofe to. all reli- 
gions ; or, what is worfe, fcoffing at the faith 
of others, and afFccfiing to have none ourfelves: 
errors into which the fons and daughters of 
fim[)licity rarely fall. It is rcferved for the 
children of rcfinen)cnt, to fpurn at all things 
holy. With them religion is a mighty con- 
venient, well-contrived bugbear, to keep the 
flaves of the world in order, juft as birds arc 
feared by a maukin ; but that more enlightened 
fouls cannot be cxpcftcd to give into the 
illufion: fo that the rich, the profperous, and 
all thofe who have received the greatcft 
bounties and indulgences at the hands of Pro- 
vidence, arc 'the only perfons who think them- 

felvcs 
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cnccs, the " compunAious vifitings" of which 
they attempt to cfcape by a loud Uugh^ ^s 
children and common country people endeavour 
to difguilc their terrors in pafling tlirough a 
church-yard in the dark by making a noifc^ or 
ivhiflling as they run. Look at the modern 
affe<flcr of philofophy, that is of infidelity, in 
his hours of ficknefs, or in the moments of 
death ! Did tbofe friends or relatives, who arc 
then behind the curtain, ever report fatisfadlory 
or confident accounts of the philofophy of the 
expiring guilty ? The inftances are rare, even 
where the moft illuftrious philofopber^atbeifts 
have died, without either formally difavowing, 
or by implication believing their miferablc 
frftem ! 

Will you not then come into my apology for 
a village fuperftition under certain reftridtions ? 
Sacred be the vifionary candle, and the fancied 
voice ! They may lead perhaps to the paradife 
of fimpliciiy, but will not feduce the eafy of 
faith into the paradife of fools. 

May faith, philofophy, and the virtues, which 
arc their offspring, be your guide ! Farewell, 
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cxplo'ts. The jLijcnrlcman who gave me thi* 
information was acquainted with the author, 
to whom I was introduced; but was apprized 
by my condudjor, as we walked along, that he 
was generally thought to be " a little cracked.'* 
As I well know that all forts of people, who 
follow up any purfuit or pailion out of the 
cprpmon track of adion^ or fcntimcnr, with 
ihe enthufiafni ncccfTaiy to excel in it, arc 
accounted more or lefs out qF their minds, and 
as I have» myfclf, bren long in the enjoyment 
of this reputation — for furely it is a kind of 
fame to fufter in the opinion of the cold and 
unfeeling for one's warmth of heart — rl laid 
. little ftrefs upon this part of my guide's 
infornwtioft. The fubjcvfl which the author 
had chofcn, and the folcmn manner in which 
Kc treated it, went much more in my mind to 
impeach his judgment than his intellect; but 
as every man has his hobby-horfe, a faijy falf^ 
IS, perhaps, as plcafant to carry one to fairy 
Lind, as any other; fo I made my bow to him 
without prejudice; for juft as his friend, my 
comp.mion, had finiflicd this very friendly 
account of him, we came within view of his 
parfonagc, at the door of which he was 
regaling himfelf with a pipe. We entered into 
familiar convcrfiition almoft immediately after

O, this is nothings 
anfwered his friend ; I have known him run 
on about the fairies till he has foamed. at the 
mouth like a mad doc;> and fworn that there 
were then a thoufand in the room with him, 
vifible only to himfelf, on account of his great 
rcfpccl for them; and I remember once, on 
our townsfolk laughing at him in one of thcfc 
fairy-fits, he fell into a pafTion, and faid he 
would make thefc littl^ mifchiefs pinch and 
haunt them by day and night for their taunt- 
ings ; and, as furc as you arc alivc^ continued 
my guide, upon two of the company fnapping 
their fingers, and faying, they neither cared for 
him nor the fairies, he made them both repent 
it : for that very night, and all the next day, 
the poor men were fo tormented by thcfc little 
devils, God forgive mjc, that they were obliged 
to make intereft with Parfon , the gen- 
tleman we have juft Jefr, to get them off the 
prcmifcs. 

Then you believe in their exiftencc your- 
felf? 

Heaven forbid ! that I fliould not. I have 

been fufFcrer enough by them, I know, to have 

my creed well fettled in that refped. But to

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With all my heart. 

I would not advife you. You Had better not* 
I wifu I could throw it out of my houfe, with- 
out pulling the whole building to pieces. 

ril venture^ however. 

No you llian't. I won't have your life nor 
your limbs to anfwer for; befidcs, the littie 
toads begin to be tired of hankering about 
and if I keep it clofcd another year, I expect 
they will find another haunt ; for they don't 
fancy any apartment bur that. 

If there is a fimilarity in the faith of yotr, 
and your friend on this article, why laugh at 
him, or confidcr him as out of his fcnfes ? 

Let us call a better fubje(3:. Sir; for, you 
fee, we have got fafe home, and if you arc half 
as hungry as I am, you will think a fpare-rib 
of pork, which I expeft to find on the table, 
though betwixt hot and cold, is worth all fairy- 
land. 

Thus it is, my friend, we arc accurate critics, 
in difcovering and expofing the weakneifes of 
others, but are quite blind to our own> ibougb of 

tbf 
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the day following, I accepted the offer of tffi 
agreeable and intelligent companion, nho pro- 
pofcd an excurfion to the hil's in the neigh- 
bourhood of Ponti{X)o!, which had been imme- 
morially celebrated for the ancient and niodcrn 
haunts of this tiny people. In this little tour 
the beauty of the day, and of the country, rich 
in whatever could gratify a traveller, 1 col- 
bdcd abundant living evidence that the hli'-f 
in thefe fmall pcrfonages was folfemn and gene- 
ral. " Thofe," faid my aiTociatc, pointing to 
a chain of ftupendous, and even Alpine hills to 
the left, ** thofc, tI;ough I believe it not, arc 
thought to be every night traverfed by thou-

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ing and annoying them. There are feferal 
houfeSf particularly fome antique halls, H^hlidi- 
are fo ill-famed for hcmg haunted by the fairies, 
that the pooreft perfons in the country- woold 
rather fleep unfheltered, and 

" fiide the pelting of the pitilers ftorm/' 

than have the fined apartments therein : I am 
certain, they would not pafs afingle night in 
any of thefc profcrihed places for the fec-fimpTe 
of the eflates thereunto belonging. 

The outrages faid to be committed nightly 
by the fairy generations^ exceed the pranks of 
that order of young fellows, or old fellows with 
young follies, known by the fpiritcd names of 
bucks and bloods ; and their thefts and dcpre^ 
dations about the country, furpafs thofc of the 
gypfcy tribes : with this aggravation too, that 
there is no conftable to take them up, nor any 
juftice able to make them keep the peace, or 
commit them to the houfe of corrciflion, or 
even bind them over to better behaviour. They 
are above all law, and of courfc, beyond the 
reach of an ad of parliament ; which is cer- 
tainly a great hardfhip on the Welch peafants, 
who, though overrun with them, and put nightly 
Into bodily fear, can neither fue for trel^fs, 

nor

Aad 
Xhefe arc not conAned to the neighbourhood of 
Pontipoo), bur extend northnard to theboiin* 
titties of die PfincipiJity. I heard oi their 
otqghty doingi agaio in Men'onetbfliiff, Ci*w 
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dAMifvl in the rluicbes of an offended fairy* - 
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country^ where a countlefs number of tcaily 
fhrewd people believed as firmly in the crif- 
tence and potency of thefe creations of fuper* 
Aition, as in that of their God. 

I have forborn the relation of a thoufand fid 
and merry fairy tales^ the refult of my refearchcs 
into this curious fubjed/becaufe one is as good 
as a thoufand ; and that one you fhall have h^fc 
as a fpecimen of the reft. 

, In my way to England^ I flept a night in the 
.village of Feftiniog, and being the only trai- 
Teller then in the houfe, had the choice of the 
bed-chamber3. I fixed upon that which I 
thought the moft commodious^ and after I had 
taken my folitary rcpail^ was preparing to re- 
tire^ when my landlady made her appearance^ 
and faid, that ihe could not anfwer it to her 
confcience to let me go to reft, withour telling 
jnc that the apartment I had chofen, though 

the befl in her houfe> had the misfortune to be 
troubled by the fairies ; that had I been an ordi- 
nary ftranger, (he fhould not have mentioned 
it» but being recommended to her houfe by one 
of her beft friends and cuftomers^ ihe felt it her

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For that matter^ Sir, faid mine hofteft; one 
of your great poet-men, and who was a lord 
into the bargain, took a fancy, likewife^ to 
that vtry room, where he flept three nights, 
and pad his days where you are now fitting, 
after clambering up and down the mountains 
for hours together. 

Well, and did be make any complaints of 
the common difturbers of chat chamber ? 

He was too mild and fwect-cempered a gen- 
tleman to make complaints about any thing i 
but on my alking, if he faw or heard more than 
he wifticd, or found his window thrown open, 
or any of his things tofs'd about the room, or 
any pattering of little feet, or, in Ihort, any fairy 
work going forward ?

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fpring, juftified the above luxurious account. 
Its afped, when covered with fnow, gave to the

dig the Ihrub on the points of the rocks, hunt 
for the perifhed herb through mountains of 
fnow piled on mountains of earth, and ai^ 
infinity of pbjccts thcrp only to bqobfervcd. 

Full of this kind of imagery I paft fcvcral 
Jiours of the coldcll day; but therewithal the 
brightcft of winter. The fnow had drizzled 
for about half an hour, but more radiant fun- 
fliinc fuccccdcd; yet the froft was fo much 
llronger than the thaw, that the flakes encrufled

. founder of the fcafl: ; the fnow fell faft*, and 

was drifted on the windows^ and the warmth

I was in a land of hofpi- 
tality; and had I not been fo, the company 
were, at the moment, too replete with feftivity 
to be churlifli to a ftranger. Could one enter 
the houfe of a mifer while he was enjoying 
himfcif on the bounty of a friend^ he could 
fcarcely (hut his heart to one that wifhed to be 
happy alfo. Happinefs is naturally benevo- 
lent : and as the poor in their hours of relaxa^ 
tion are, perhaps, the happieft of the happy, 
fo are they, when they have any thing to give, 
the mod bountiful of the generous. Many of 
thcfc will — I have known them to do it — (hare 
their laft fliilling; their laft meal, with a good 
will, as fervent an urbanity, and as courteous, 
. as if they were only dividing with you the

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and even over the more oblivious power that 
often attends on profperity. The deliberate 
traveller muft cither be worthlefs himfelf^ or 
affociate only with thofc of that defcription, if 
in his route . h.c docs not find feme who have 
demands on his admiration for their genius^ oa 
his pity for their misfortunes^ or on his ff iend- 
(hip for their good offices. Of all thefe I have 
had my (harej but, believe me, none have, or 
ever can have, power to impair the fentiment 
with which I retain every imprcflion due to 
thofe from whom I am feparated.

And before any- man 
fcts dpwn 3j\y part of ic to a love of being jMir- 
f icular, or ro a love of fame ariiing chcreffom, 
let him well iind truly examine hia own hearty 
hia own difpoftcion, and fee that he is not hunt- 
ing about far on excufc to his own win/ of 
bencvoience, or to hia own vaiudiei, io being 
btHineituI, bv lowcri:ig the prmdple of bcnovo- 
Ifocc in another. \ja ic not be impotcd to 
John 
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John Howard, as a difhonour, that he had 
enemies, who while they could not but applaud 
the blciTcd eife6ls of his virtue, laboured to 
depreciate the caufe : the Saviour of the whole 
world, whom, perhaps, of human creatures he 
moil corrcdlly imitated, had the fame ; and to 
r^femble his divine example, even ioth« wrongs 
that were heaped on his Jacked head^ is father 
glory than ^hame. 

He was fingular in many of the common 
habits of life : he preferred damp (heets, linen, 
and cloaths, to dry ones ; and both riling and 
going to bed, fwathed himfclf with coarfe 
towels, dipped in the coldeft water he could 
get ; in that ftate he remained half an hour, 
and then threw them off, frelhened and invigo- 
rated, as he faid, beyond meafure.

" You fmile/' added Mr. Howard, after m 
paufe, *' but I am a living instance of the 
** truths I infift on. A more ' puny whipfter' 
** than myfelfy in the days of my youth, wu 
^* never feen. I could not walk out of an even- 
" ing without wrapping up : if I got wet in the 
^* feet a cold fucceeded ; I could not put on my 
** fhirt without its being aired ; I was, politely, 
enfeebled enough to have delicate nerves, and 
was occafionally troubled with a very genteel 
•* hedic. To be ferious, I am convinced that 
^ what emafculates the body debilitates the 
*< mind, and renders both unfit for thofe excr- 
** tions, which are of fuch ufe to us as focial 
•* beings. I, therefore, entered upon a reform 
^ of my conftitution, and have fucceeded in 
" fuch a degree, that I have neither had a cough, 
•' cold, the vapors, nor any more alarming 
•* diforder, fmce I furmounted the feafoning. 
•* Prior to this I ufed to be a miferable depend- 
*^ enc on wind and weather ; a little too much 

of either would poftpone, and frequently 
prevent — not only my amufements, but my 
** duties; and every one knows that a pleafure,

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Every man/' continued Mr« Hpfvard, 
muft in thefe cafes be his own phylician.

•' nothing but diffipation, till I went to a lux- 
^* urious bed, where I finifhed the enervating 
^« pradliccs, by fleeping eight, ten, and fomc- 
** times a dozen hours on the ftretch.— ^You 
•* will not wonder, that I rbfe the next morn- 
*• ing with the folids relaxed, the nerves un- 
** lining, the juices thickened, and the conftitu- 
" tion weakened. To remedy all this, I ate

Each of the fields has a comfort- 
able ihtd, to which the inhabitants can refbrt 
in the hard weather, and are fure of finding the 
tigours of the fcafon foftcned by a welUfumiflied 
crib of the bcft hay, and a manger either of 
bran, or corn, ground, or fome other nourifh^ 
ingfood. Chelfca hofpital is not better accom- 
inodated : the day on which I made the circuit 
of the paftures was one of the fineft of Auguft;

Twelve judges 
were appointed to decide of the fuperiority of 
the poems, the fix bed of which wete to have 
prizes,, the one an arm-chair decorated with 
the enfigns of Apbllo ; a fecond a chaplet of 
laurels befprcad with gold leaf, and fo on: 
only five-and-twenty bards were to recite,-and 
each recitation not to exceed twenty minutes. 
This I foon found was a vtry proper reftric- 
tion, for had the poefy been equal to the vehe- 
mence of delivering it, had the fcnfe echoed 
to the found, Phoebus himfelf might have 
been proud of his votaries. It was however, 
a very merry aflbciation ; and though only 
half a dozen could obtain prizes, every man 
went away about day-light well fatisfied with 
others and with hinifclf ; for if each happy 
candidate was pleafed with prefcnt fuccefs, 
each unlucky one was whifpcred to by his 
felf-love, that the next meeting would atone 
for the difappointment.

Thefe of the firft order likewife kept the records 
of the gentlemen's arms and pedigrees ; a very 
facred truft amongft thefe defcendants of Cad- 
vallader in former times : on which account 
they were held in great veneration both by 
their brother poets and by the people. The 
next were fuch as played upon inftrumenti of 
mufic, chiefly the harp and the crowdi the lat- 
ter of which. Prince Griffith, who defcended 
from Irifh parents, and was bom in Ireland, 
brought with him from that country; and who, 
not contented with giving his Welch iubjcds 
the initrumcnt, fent over for fome of the beft 
performers upon it ; and although the Welch 
contend for the honour of the invention, it 
fecms to belong principally to thofc very 
Hibernians. The laft fort of Welch minftreli 
and bards were to fing to an inilrument played 
by another. Each of thefe, by the fame ftatute 
had their feveral rewards and encouragements 
allotted them: their life and behaviour waste 
be fpotlcfs, otherwife their puniftiment was veiy 
fcvcre, every one, on proof of a well-founded 
complaint, having authority to corrcft them, 
even to a deprivation of all they had. They 
were alfo intcrdidcd entering any man's houfe,

auy little domeftic incident -happens /While 
they are. inmates^ it is celebrated on the fpM : 
if the event be fortunatCj the bard greetfi it by 
a gay and fpirited impromptu:; and. the harper 
hails, it with his molt lively dittry« li it is 
diftrefsful, they commemorate ic by an extem- 
poraneous elegy, and attempt to foftcm it hf 
Ibotbing founds. The mariiage of children, 
the death or licknels of parents, a fair proTped 
of harvef^, an untimely frod, and in fliorr 
almoft every change and chance of human lijfe 
is either gratulated or bewailed. This pra^ftice 
is not without its ufe ; it excites to good neigh- 
bourhood > it prevents the induftrious labourer, 
as well as his employers, from wandering 
abroad for thofe relaxations and recreations* 
which they find at home. The village hinds 
and huibandmen can have a dance and fong at 
their own cottages and farms, and all the fiimily 
is regaled, invigorated, and amufed, at a very 
finall charge, merely that of the occafional 
entertainment of the bard and harper : on a 
>f<.alc of comparative cxpcnce, how much 
cheaper, as well as more free from hazard, ij.

tude for it. While fupper is dreffing, he t» 
ready to ferve it up with a copy of verfesift' 
praife of Benevolence. And chough it may 
happen^ that neither the mufic nor the poetry 
have charms for the faftidious critic ; they are 
not defticute of attradion for the {^faui- 
thropift. 

The northern part of the principality is laid 
to have been the mod famous at all times, 
as it is at prefent for the bards. A very curi« 
ous contention, , indeedj is reported to have 
taken place , betwixt the North and South 
poets^ in 1176. Lord Rhys (Rice) Prince of 
South Wales, fays, the hiftory, made a very 
great fcafl at* Chriflmas in his caftle of Aber- 
trifii which he caufed to be proclaimed through 
:^ll Britain, Ireland, and the iflands adjacent 
feme coniiderable time before ; and according 
to his invitation many hundreds of Englifh, 
Normans, and others, were \cry honourably 
received, and courtcoufly entertained. Amongll 
other tokens of their welcome, the prince 
caufed all the poets throughout all Wales to 
come to his callle, and for a better diveriion to 

the 
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enormous *pile of rocks^ undtr which Acy 
creded their fangoinary altars ; the now craggy 
heaths once covered, with their tenqilcst and 
the remains of thofe immenfe woods. wJierein 
they performed their tremendous xitea^ wcocall 
vifited with an eagernefs of curiol^ty whidithe 
fubjed): is fo well fitted to infpire* I really 
felt a facred kind of horror as I travcrfed the 
ifle^ celebrated for fo many ages as the theatre 
of religious rapine; and although at every 
ftep I was reminded of fome aA more cha- 
rafteriflic of an affaflin^ or of a murderous ban- 
ditti, than of the minifters of a rcligioa.|^re 
f nd peaceful, at every ftcp I experienced that 
folemn fenfation which mixes itfelf with every 
objed of antiquity^ over which poetry has 
thrown a charm. The power of the mufe 
is manifeftedj perhaps/ more in this than in 
any thing elfe. In that fober 4latc of the 
mind which fits us for feeii^ objefts in their 
natural fize and colour, whether we are read- 
ing or rcfleding, a fad: is decided upon by 
rcafon, and pronounced cither good or evil 
according to its adtual tendency. From this 
decifion one would fuppofe there could be no 
appeal: prcfently there comes a fair ufurpcr, 
called Imagination, who, by the flighted 
waving of her wand, hurls rcafon from the

the language of the people^ a traveller could 
hardly avoid thinkiitg he is palfi^g. from 
Orenoble to Sufa,. or through tj^^ddkintry. of 
the Grifons ; but with this exicepti^o'n^ that in 
abundance of places you- have, thermoft beauti- 
ful vatlie^ in the ivorld, and foone of them, of 
Tery gittac extent, &r exceeding thofc. fo famed 
amongft the mountains of Piedmont' aqd 
Savoy. 

The Welch are of a moft inquifitive temper.

On opening it» a poor creature appeared .half^ 
famiihed with cold : it was the poii4)oy be*- 
tw.ixt Pool and Shrewftmry, who, being feized 
with the cramp in his ftomach, came to get a 
dram. He had fcarce time to defer ibe the 
nature of his complaint^ before Davy Morgan 
applied a remedy, by thrufliog the poker, 
which happened to.be red-hot, into the tanluurd;

1 O U may have perceived, my dear 
friend, that fince I have been taking you out 
pf Wales, we have been gradually taking leave 
alfo of our obfervations on that principality: 
in fliort, I do not remember any other points 
which arc gleanable. With refpedl to the anci^ 
ent and modern hiftory of the country, it is 
well known to you. Hiftories, indeed, of every 
country are fo numerous, that a reader is 
puzzled to make his felediqn. But the fault to 
be found with almoft all hiftorical and biogra- 
phical writings, is not more their number than 
their bulk, which is, for the moft part, pro- 
duced by extraneous matter, not more neceifary 
to the body politic than an excrefcencc to the 
^Qdy natural. Hiftorians indulge themfclves 
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or eight more voliimesrbfrcfle(9:ioiis, iii'which 
he flatly contradidts-tHe hiftorian, Mr. A. and 
throws the reader in a . ftrait bctlvixt two. 
Now, as no man tumbles into a difficulty, 
without accepting any help that is ofltrcd him 
to get out of it, the poor reader fecks the aid 
of the hiftorian, Mr. C who refutes the rea- 
foning of the other two with fo much good 
writing, that after the like quantity of good 
reading, the ftudent wiflies to fix his faith on 
this middle man, in the hope of going fafe and 
furc between the two extrcmesr 

Unfortunafely, however, fome judicious 
friend or other recommends to him as a better 
guide than either of the three, that admirable 
hiftorian, Mr. D. who, with great force of 
language, gives the lie di red to all that went 
before him, and either awes or frightens his 
readers into a belief of him only* And here 
perhaps he might fix his biographical creed, 
but that another friend puts into his hand the 
excellent work of the hiftorian, Mr. E. in 
whom the fpirit of contradiction is no lef$ 
fulminating againft the other betrayers of the 
truth. By thcgrcateft good fortune, however, 
be meets in the hiftorian, Mr. F. a Ariel 
^onfonr.ity of opinion with Meflrs. A. and B, 

diflcnting 
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But in this diftradlcd ftate he finds relief 
only in trying to ejedi: the mafs of cooytraiy 
4^pinions from his head, and.to try that fciencc; 
no IcA hard in literatiire than in love^ lofntfft. 
He is reduced to the ridiculous necelfity of 
making a memorandum not to remember!

Perhaps he now gives himfeif a funmner's 
recefs from reading hiftorics, but is taken by 
furprife in the winter; to enrich which there 
js put for^h in weekly nunabers (bconipleaita 
hiftory, on an entire new plan, and by a focieijf 
of gentlemen^ amongd whom are thofc wei^ 
Jknown hiftorians, Meffrs. H. I. J. K, U 
M. N. O. and fcvcral other illilftjrious.per^ 
fonages of the Alphabet, that as it is tb hn 
paid for imperceptibly, and to anfwerjthc 
great end of fixing his hiftorical belief gn an 
immoveable bafis^ he mud needs become bpih 
purchafcr and reader. Amongft fo many 
counfellors it is to be fuppofed there mult be 
wifdom, efpecialjy as moft of them are marked 
out to the public by fbme honorary diftindlionsi 
fuchasA. M. D. D. L L. D. F.R. S.&c.&c. 
But before the numbers are half completed, 
he makes a difcovery hot a little mortifying to 
9 man who has been at fuch pains to get ^t the

have copied ; and fee it together. Meantime, 
I cannot better take my leave of it than by 
confirming with the moft grateful fatisfadion 
the following juft and fummary account : that 
the Welch are very hofpitable, and the people 
in general very obliging to ftrangers ; that they 
are willing to tell every thing that belongs to 
their country, ready to fliew all that is worth 

feeing, 
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that it aimbfl: fccms as if I were addreflingydii 
from a new world. The paufe, however^ 
which has been allowed to my conimuniGations^ 
more than fix months having elapfcd ilncc-I laft 
Wrote, will evince that I do not prefume to 
give you new pidlures of new people and hew 
places, till I have given time to fini(h thedraw^ 
ingSi and prefent to you tolerable likcneflet. 
In a word, the (lop that has happened in our 
I correfpondence may ferve to fhew^ that I hold 
my purpofc of continuing to be a refidcntiary 
traveller here as well as elfcwhere j and that I 
dcfign to glean the Continent in the fame dili-^ 
gent and deliberate way, that t have gleaned 
particular parts of our beautiful ifland. 

A French tourill gives his readers the follow- 
ing curidus reafon for not making any remarks 
upon Holland- " I can give you," fays he, 
" very little that is new refpefting a country, 
which, in truth, has no refemblanCc to any 
other; but of which a fufficient knowledge 
may be gained, without having feen it at ailj 
for the little inftruftion it can fupply." 

Now this very circumflance of a country 
refembling no other, is the mod convincing 
one that could be given, that it muft afford the 

2 grcateft 
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trolumes to five and twenty per work* Beii^ 
firmly perfuaded> that the ^enoe of all this 
Aiay be confolidated in at mofi five mid tweaty 
paiges^ I f fuft you witl accept of what ^follows 
on the rife and progrefs of this fkigukr coua- 
try, and its original inhabitants. It will at leaft 
iave you a great deal of unprofitable readings 
4nd give you in a fingle mdrning or evening) 
as much inlbrmaddn as I have been able to coi- 
lecS from a month's fhidy. Nor ?will it, I tru^, 
prove unamuiing to one who attends to much as 
you do to the infancy of men and things. 

About ii century, then, before the common 
^fa, the Cimbri^ns and Tutons fuddenly ea|Mi« 
Iriated thismfelves frotn the Cherfbnefus, now 
known by the names of Jutland, ahd the ifles 
of Conan, at prefent denominated Demnark. 
A violent and unexpeifled inundation, as it is 
faid^ but more probably too exceifive a popula- 
tion for their native country to fupport, or per- 
haps, an ainbition to eftablifli another, induced 
this lingular emigration. Be that as it mayi 
men, women, and children, of all ages and dcf- 
criptions, bade an everlafting adieu to the 
places of their birth ; and like a torrent over- 
flowing its banks, they carried away with them 

;almoft every thing, and every body in their 

I path; 
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banditti came> remained utterly depopulated ; 
nor was it till feveral ages after that aaothor 
fet of emigrants feized the lame country^, a^od 
rofe by degrees al comparatively happy andTuQ- 
cefsful nation^ on the very ground where So 
many thoufands of former adventurers had 
perilhed) the viftims of their ambition. The 
Cimbrian nation, till that period, appeared to 
be annihilated, .Tacitus inform^ us; that in 
liis time there remained only the memory qf 
their entcrprize. 

The Batavians inhabited the banks of the 
Adriana, now. called the Ader, a river which 
runs between Heffc and the country of Waldcc, 
Thefe people, long harafled by their avaricious 
and ambitious enemies, refolved to explorp a 
more peaceable fituation. The great iflc <rf 
Rhine, as it was then called, and which, as I 
iiave already obferved, had loft its inhabitants, 
was the place to which thefe ne\^' adventuren 
directed their fteps. Encouraged and conf- 
dudled by the chiefs of their religion, they 
landed under favour of a profperous voyage, 
on that part of ^the ifland which had been do- 
fcrted ; and fatisfied with a country that had 
been forfaken by its original inhabitants, they 
determined upon fettlement. The plan was 

attended 
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that without arable land they ihould fupplyhalf 
of Europe withcorn^ and with a tnu% of couatrjr 
fcarccly larger than an EngKfh county, tb^y 
fhould raife men and money to makethemffelves 
of importance in the eyes of the firft power in 
Chriftendom !" 

How often, my friend, when I have fcen the 
truth of thefe obfervations, have I called to 
mind a mod beautiful remark of the excellent 
Dr. Johnfon, on the united efFeds of revolution, 
induftry, and " perfeverance ! "The power of 
ferjifling li indeed aftonifhing, iincealltheper-k 
formances of human art; at which we look with 
praife or wonder, are inftances of the refiftlcfs 
force of perfeverance. It is by this that the 
quarry becomes a pyramid* and that diftant 
countries are united by canals. If a man ^erc 
to compare the firft effe<ft of a fingle ftroke of 
the pick-axe or fpade, with the general defign 
and laft cfFcft, he would be overwhelmed by a 
fenfe of their difproportion ; yet thefe petty 
operations, inceflantly continued, at laft fur- 
mount the greateft difficulties, and mountains 
are levelled, and oceans bounded, by the flender 
force of human beings !" 

The people we are confidering ftrongly illuf- 
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The Dafeh, likewife, by the facc(3fs of tbei^ 
arms againll the Portuguefe m India^ and bf 
their treaties with the natives^ in proceis ef 
time,, drew the whole trade of India from LiC* 
hon, which was before the ftapfe of the trade te^ 
the eaft. 

Holland, moreover, is mod admirably litu- 
atcd for the commerce of the Baltic, which 
includes Norway, Denmark, Sweden, Ruffia, 
Poland, and the North coaft of Germany $ 
while they fend merchandize into the interior 
parts of the empire, and Auftriian Netherlands^ 
by thofe watery mines of wealth to them, the 
Maes, the Rhine, and the Scheld. — Thus you 
perceive the greatnefs, and much of the vigour 
of this country has arifen froip 4 wonderful 
concurrence of favourable circumftances^^fropi 
a long courfe of time — from the confluence of 
ftrangcrs, driven either by perfecution, or 
invited by the credit of their government — 
from the cheap ncfs of carriage, by the medium 
of their canals — from the low intcreft of money,

others could fupply. The fpontaneous .good 
which nature refufed to beftow, ready cut and 
dried to their hands, in the country they had 
now made their own, they fought and feized 
upon without any diftinftion of tneum et farm 
in another. And, indeed, whatever could not 
be had without trouble at home, they raviihed 
abroad ; the law of might overcoming right, 
being the only one they acknowledged : and I 
fancy, my friend, this fummary code was pretty 
uni\'eriaHy adopted in all the countries of the 
globe, till the favage of our own fpteies, or 
man in a (late of nature, and as thecadle-builder, 
Rouileau, calls it a flate of equality, was taught 
a very different leflbn of jurifprudence. Natu- 
ral man, and man made focial, no doubt are 
different forts of perfonsj but with all the 
boafted refinements, civilizatiofiSy and meliGra^ 
iions of the latter, what a favage he muft ftill be 
to require fo many thoufand volumes, ads of 
parliament, flatutes in little, and (latutes at 
large, to keep the ftill unfubdued part of his 

nature 
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the weal or woe of her life» till the wrecks of 
our original nature are tied together by con* 
.tradts, fettlements^ pr^vifos^ conditions, &c. 
&c. left any one of the ''nice dependencies/' 
of two efpoufed hands and hearts ihould be 
Jnvaded and broken? A domefticated tyger, 
.whofe nature it is expe(5led may break out, ii 
lefs watched^ lefs dreaded^ and lefs manacled 
than a modern fine gentleman^ or — but remenw 
ber I am whifpering this — a modern fine lady. 

You will have reafon to accufe me of a fecond 
•digreflion. Forgive me. I own thefe poor old 
Batavians are fadly interrupted^ but you are to 
confidcr a Gleaner is a fad wandering .being, 
and always (looping to fee what he can pick up ; 
one ear of corn lying here, another there, it is 
impoflible be can go ftrait forward, you know, 
and I once again warn you not to expedl it. 
Nor is it to be defired. My (heaf, which I 
mean to interweave and bind with flowers of all 
kinds, and of all countries, would want variety, 
and only prove fit for *' Daws to peck at." I am 
ambitious to add fweetnefs to ftrcngth. 

Even the fports of the old Batavians partook 
of their avcrfion to labour. Thofe games, 
which flattered with the hope of being acquired 

with 
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as often renounced, as an impradticsible Toil^ the 
wants of nature were accommodated by nature 
herfelfy with all the facility thefe her indolent 
children required. They found the waters 
teeming with fifh, and the land covered with 
cattle: no citiesj and few towns; the ancient 
Germany regarding the firit as large^ and the 
latter as fb many fmall prifons. The capip 
was at once their relidence in peace and War, 
and a field was, luckily for their fupine tern- 
pers, covered with temporary habitations, with- 
out much toil. They could pitch an hundred 
tents in lefs time than they could conftruft one 
regular houfe, and could moreover move them 
at will from one province to another : while 
many preferred the bare ground^ whofe carpet 
was fpread ready to receive them, to any other 
dwelling-place, living like the beads they fed 
on, as commoners of nature, 

'• Their footflool earth, their canopy the ikies !** 

Long after their primary fettlcment, when 
there were about ten colonies within and with- 
out the iftand of the Rhine, each colonv can<» 
toned in the impaflable moors rather than fuf- 
fcr the fatigue of moving farther. Were it pof-^ 
fible for their hiftorian Tacitus to come front 
that " bourne whence no traveller returns/'. 

and 
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higheft pcrfcdlion, have not been unmindful of* 
the elegant arts ; he would fcarccly be able to 
find a trace of bis Batavians, except in the 
unaltered feature of hereditary courage. 

In the drefs of the ancient pofleflbrs of thii 
country, we find a refembiance to that of the 
ancient Britons. Children of napure^ they 
depended on their common parent to furnifli 
.them as well with raiment as with food; the 
fkin of a bead fattened with a wooden peg or 
a pointed thorn, was wrapped about them. 
Their chiefs had, by way of diftindlion, a veil 
made of the fame, and fo tight, that they 
fecmed as if cafcd in iron. The women were 
difcriminated only by the addition of a thin 
veil, bordered with purple. Mod of them 
difcovered from blifsful ignorance of harm 
ivhat the knowledge of the world, in its polilhed 
ftate, from confcioufnefs conceals. The arms, 
neck, and bofom,' were always difplayed. 
Their ^ hair, though naturally of an ardent 
brown, was deepened by red ochre. They 
formed their trefles into feveral large braids, 
fattened at the top of the head with field 
flowers, not unlike the prefent mode, but they 
fometimes fuflercd the hair to flow in all the 
liberty and abundance of nature. 1 he men's 

beards 
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fb fluggifli in times of pcace» took fire at th« 
very thoughts of war. They would traverfe 
the deepeft fnows, and, under arm$» would 
plunge through the moft turbulent rivers with- 
put even breaking their ranks. Their horfea 
were neither fwift nor ftrong; and being accuf- 
tomed always to run a tilt in the flraight line, 
without having the fmaUeft idea of the military 
evolutions, of fo much importance in the mo- 
dern art of war> their principal force an4 
dependance was, of courfe, in their infantiy, 
When they were arranged in regular order of 
battle, they placed their wives and children i(\ 
the rear, and always certain groups of both 
within view, as well to fuftain and excite the 
valour of the combatants as to aflift the wound- 
ed, and to animate the whole army by inter- 
mingled fhouts, cries, and acclamations. It 
was common to fee wives, mothers, daughters, 
and lovers, rufh amidft the thickeft dangers 
of the bloody fields carry off the dead, fuccour 
the dying, and fuck the reeking wounds of an 
hulband, father, lover, or brother. Acflions of 
this kind are mentioned in our own hiftory as 
great and glorious inftances amongft individuals; 
but in the firft approaches to the importance 
of this little republic, fuch heroic atchieve* 
ments were common to the fex, and hundreds of 

Boadicea's 
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fbrit^cr heihares not^ neither defire^ to (han! 
the glory; nor of the other does he incur or 
feci any part of the infamy. Few are the real, 
fcarcc any the adequate reafons, which juftify 
the horrors of public war: but the mercenary 
is left without the fhadow of an apology. It it 
not a necefTary of his life, becaufe that might 
be fuftained by converting the ftrength which is 
demanded of him in battle to the arts of peace: 
his plunder is but a robbery licenced by the 
articles of war, and the murder which he com- 
mits in a<ftion is a butchery in cool blood. 
Neither perfon nor property, king nor country, 
bid him unfheath the fword or fire the mulkct, 
fpring the mine or dig the trenches : he is an 
inveterate br^vo^ a common ftabber to any man 
that bids up to his price : that done, his mafter 
has but to fay — " Look, ye flavcs — thofe are 
my enemies, whom I have hired you to mafla- 
crc : kill as many of them as you can.'* On 
a fimilar compacl, in perhaps the next cam- 
paign he turns his arms againft the fide he 
before cfpoufcd, and goes on in this manner 

letting himfclf out firfl: to one leader, then to 
another. 

In thefe reflcdions you fee your correfpon- 
dent's opinion of mercenary troops. I dare 

fay 
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even to its final fcttlcmcnt, was ever in tlie 
prefence of the principals of the two families 
about to enter into the alliance. This might 
make love very morale but furely not very 
entertaining. In the nuptial offerings the 
bridegroom always took the lead. They ufually 
confifted of a yoke of oxen, a war-horfe capa- 
rifoned, a fword^ a lance, and a buckler: 
ftrange lovc-gifts you will think for a bridal 
prefent ! But thefe warlike fymbols taught, or 
were intended to teach, the bride to elevate 
herfelf on every great occafion above the im- 
puted weaknefs of her fcx, to partake the 
labours and dangers, as well as the laurels, of 
her lord, in war and in peace, in life and in 
death. Having thus armed the fair warrior, 
the bride prefented her offerings which refem- 
bled thofe of her hulband, whom fl)e accoutred 
for the field with equal gallantry, that each 
might defend the other. Very Gothic to be 
fure; but, perhaps after all nearly as good- 
fcnfical as the preliminaries of toys and trin- 
kets, filks and fattins, wirh which a moderri 
Britifh bride, or even a modern Baravian lady 
— of whom in due time — is lo.-^dcd. 

As the new- married couple could eafily pro- 
cure fubfiftence in their flocks herds, and fru!t$ 

of 
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more filent forrow, and no lefs profound 
regret. 

In regard to religion, the ancient Batavian 
and the ancient Briton had fomewhat of fimi- 
litude. Through all the deep difguifcs of fable, 
Avhich in barbarous ages have always disfigured 
the truth, one may difcover among the Ger- 
mans, as among the Celtes and the Gauls, the 
idea of one God Supreme, the principal, and 
the prefervation, and the providence of all. 
But in the mod remote time we do not find, 
tljefe people had either tempks or idols, hold-^ 
ing it equally prefumptuous, profane, and*. 
abfurd, to attempt reprefenting or enchfing the 
Deity. They rulhed into the thickeft forefts 
\x\ fearch of certain trees they fonfidcred to be 
facred, under whofe (hade they flew their vie- 
tims, and too frequently, Druid-like, mingled 
the ftreams of human blood with thofe of the 
animals they facrificed. It docs not fcem pro- 
bable, if we except the fun, moon, and fire, 
that they had any of the divinities common to. 
the Romans. Their Woden was different from 
the Oden of the Scandinavians, who at firft 
cbnfidered this famous pcrfonage as a hero^ 
then worfiiipped him as a God. Woden, Oden, 
a!Td God, were perhaps names fynonimous to. 
fi'i'nify Deity. 
^ ■ Nor 
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cefs or theii* mifcarriagCi was an omeri of the 
btmoU Importance. 

Of their public fpcdacles little h to be fald. 
Irheir young men, however, frequently exhi- 
bited one which you will think pretty extraor- 
dinary ; and yet in conformity with the ferocity 
of their manners. They would jump naked 
into the middle of a fort of theatre, encircled 
with lances, leaving only almoft impaHible 
mazes between them, for the whole arrangement 
formed a labyrinth of fpears. The dexterity 
confided in threading thefe meanders, and per- 
forming the circuit of the whole narrow and 
almoft indifccrnable path with infinite rapidity, 
and without drawing blood : and they thought 
themfclves fufficiently rewarded, if by thefe 
hazardous feats they amufed the fpeftators. 

Now, my dcai* friend, amongft all the peril- 
ous arts which have been invented by idle 
people in modern times, to entrap the money 
of perfons as idle as themfclves ; fome by 
fwallowing flint-ftones, fire, &c. I think we 
have never yet matched this plcafsrnt cxcr- 
cife of the youth of old Batavia ; and there- 
fore if the enterprifing Aftley, Hughes, or 
any other great men who trade in the mar- 
vellous. 
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alTemblies of the United States. An accMfli 
of the modern government fliall not be foth 

gotten. 

When they began to legidatc, which was not 
till long after their fettlement in this country, 
the fovereignty refided in a kind of Nation^ 
Convention. It was there that their freemen 
^nd nobles inaugurated their generals and 
kings : there that they elcdted their centuriontr^ 
tribunes^ and judges^ to diftribute juftice 
through their colonies : there that their firft 
X)iet was eflabliihed, either at new or full 
xnoon> when all fubjects were difcufled^ and 
propofitions made for peace or war. The 
unanimity of the fuffrage determined the mea- 
fure : if the fpedators clapped their hands it 
was adopted % and if a tumultuous murmur 
followed the propofal it was rejedled. 

In the origin of this little fenate every man 
appeared armed. When the youths had gained 
a certain age they were admitted as members, 
and on the day — if I may be permitted to ufc 
parliamentary language — that they took their 
feats, they were prcfcnted with a javelin and 
buckler. They were then to be confidered as 
conneding the characters of fenator and ibldier, 

and 
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lazincfs and rapacity. They were induftriqi^f 
and on induftry grew the fentiments both of 
property and probity, and they foon ena(^ed 
laws to reflrain themfelves as well as others, 
from the farther violation of thefe. 

i « 

They were, however, fimple and concifi:^ 
The fuperior magiftrates in the great difljrid^^ 
and the inferior ones in the towns and 
villages condudled the procefs. It was carried 
on without any fort of difficulty or delay, and, 
what will equally confound our modern law- 
yers, without any expence. The caufe was 
tried in open court, and invariably ended the 
day it zvas begun, without a poflibility of farther 
appeal. Neither written laws, nor printed 
ftatutes were known, or nccefTary to be known. 
Privileges, rights and wrongs, when well 
defended and fettled ;;; fcro conjcientia remain 
for ever clear, and were men as honeft as they 
are artful, would require but one hearing and 
one decilion. A twenty, or even a fifth year's 
fuit in Chancery, would have founded in Bata- 
via like putting oft' the final iflue to the day of 
judgment. But I am aw arc that fociety in its 
higheft Hate of population, power, and paflion^ 
muil have its wrongs minglctl with its rights; 
and they are fo twiflcd together by a variety of 

intcrcfts^ 
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pickings of half a year in my portabte lt<Mt« 
houfe, but lying in heaps) fliall be fent you. 

Meantime, as what I have already exported, 
will make a pretty confiderable (heaf, I (hall 
beg of you to look upon this letter as the band 

to make it up! and as every harveft^-home n 
accompanied by figns of fatisfadlion that the 
grain is got in, fuch as garlands, fongs, &:c* 
&c. as not even the humbleft Gleaner, who 
has picked her fcanty portion from day to day 
through all the leafing feafon, but adofns the 
lail handful with a few field flowers, and carob 
over them as (he bends her way to her cottage. 
I propofe to crown our little harveft-^home, my 
friend, with a wreath of poetry» to which there 
appertains a long fi:ory ; but which, I perfuade 
myfelf, a mind like yours will find (hort in the 
narration, when the time is ripe to *• aflc your 
" hearing patiently/* as the player iays in 
Hamlet. 

Much have I for your fancy, your feelings, 
your afFedion; much for your information, 
and fomething for your ufe. Matter for my 
affedions in Holland ! methinks I hear thofc 
who have found, or determined to think it bar» 
rcn foil, tauntingly exclaim I Any thing that 

can 
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I am really concerned to find every where, 
and about every thing, the reprefetitations of 
a truth in many rcfpedls fo different, and in' 
not a few fo diametrically oppofitc to the truth 
itfelf. Men, women, places, people, manners, 
cuftoms, are all fo drawn into this falfe cdour* 
ing, and are fo thrown out of their due propor- 
tions of mind and body, fituation and circunw.' 
ftance ; here a caricature, there a figure, fo ful- 
fomely flattered, that a friend that loves one 
would be difgufted; and, in ihort, things, as 
they are, fo very generally differ from what 
they are faid to be, that in whatfoever I caft, 
I am fully refolved to form my opinions ort the 
evidence of my own fenfcs; as in all human 
cafes the ortly proof pofitive, and in whatever 
falls Ihort of this oral and ocular convicflion, 
ftill humanly fpeaking, to believe whatever is 
of good report as much as I dare; and of evil, 
no more than I can pofTibly help. 

With rcfpcLl to the talcs of travellers, thofe 
of the Genii and Fairies are not more fanciful 
or fallacious, when they choofe to throw the 
rein upon the heck of prejudice or imagination, 
which they are very often fufficicntly difpofed 
tp do. The tricks they play on their readers 
arc the more dangerous, when they are expert

rank^ habits^ and education» may eaiiiy be 
guelTed ; but their endeavours to ctmceal chit 
chagrin from the people with whom they have 
taken refuge^ and yet more from the lowfr 
orders of their own country^ exhibited to the 
obferving eye a pifture truly touching.

Firft, to hide their regret from common fpcc- 
tators : fccondly, to obviate for a time the fcnfc 
of their condition; thirdly, to fupport and cul- 
tivate that ftrength of body and mind which 
grief and idlenefs might impair. I took notice 
that their fwords were either at their fides 
or lying by them, even in their fports. But* 
after all this, I have followed them into their 
private apartments, where their minds^ no 

longer

fliews of what thefe once airy fpirits arc capa- 
ble, when called out by an extraordinary 
occafion. 

From thefe primary furveys, I plainly fore- 
faw what has fmce happened : that when thcfc 
wretched wanderers did come into aftion, 
they would maintain their fliare in the dreadful 
day of open rupture as firmly, and as bravely, 
as if they had never known a foftnefs or in- 
dulged a luxury. But long before the time wai 
ripe to cnicr the field of blood, it would 
have wrung your heart to have fccn the unac- 
commodated fituation ofthoufands, who have 
lincc Ihed their blood in la Vendee^ a name not 

to 
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Although the deccafcd wasras m^{ \ft\xAtA 
ofhis fubjeifts as tt is in' the i;iature of things to 
he, ic i^ amazing with tvhaic phiJlefophical com- * 
pofure thisitrvcnt .w»*:fec«Tcd:;by ail who 
were not pcrfonally Of poHtioally inccreftccL 
Being aiyfelrf ^thcr the one. nor the oi;hcr, I 
mention it but no tell you ithp fiurprizi^pf a ycry 
large conip^ny, on my iiilcHiming theni. while 
fitting at a cable d'hote fupper, that bjs their 
Emperor and King waa dead> I (hould put 09 
my fuit of fables. For what? have, you the 
•honour to, ,bie related ? Related ! Ne : but I 
prcfunrie every gentleman whp <;an. coonioaad 
a black coat, will wear it on this occaiioiv at 
leaft every gentleman who refides in the Ger- 
man dominions. , . 

Not an individual in the whole empire, re- 
plied my next neighbour, except thofe of the 
royal family and its immediate connecflions, 
with the officers of the houfeholdv 

Very ftrange, Sir: our Englilh taylors work 
double tides to get mourning ready in time for 
the general order. 

Order! what arc you then commanded? 

Yes : 
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; They told me fimply the truth with rcfpect 
to themfelves and the Dutch; for, in p^fiuig- 
back into the United Provinces* a few ^ij^ 
after, then returning into Germany, by way.oC 
Weftphalian Pruflia, I met with but thfcc icts 
of beings arrayed in the mourning garb, tQ 
wit, fome of the friars, the crows, and the 
blackbirds. Notwithftanding which, there 
feems to me a dignity and decorum in this 
cuftom which attaches me to it. 

The event itfelf, even in the inftant it hap- 
pened, feemed in no degree to have checked the 
defigns of the emigrants. No form of wonfe 
can paint to you the vehemence, the indigna** 
tion, the almoft infanity, with which (in a 
journey through the different parts of the 
empire,) I have heard their grievances difcuC- 
fed, their wrongs defcribcd, their rights afferted, 
and their ravages anticipated. To thefe vio-r 
lences, if there could pofTibly be found in the 
language of paflions a parallel, it would be 
heard in the phrenzics of the Revolutionifts. 
Even at the time of which I am fpcaking both 
parties were in a ferment, beyond the reach of 
perhaps any comparifon in ancient or modern 
hidory. But what is extremely curious in this 
difpute is, that ^^ hilc the emigrants infift that

niiy fVi.^nd's boufie; was partly appropriated tci 
the fcrvice of Ijis Britannic Majefty, they wcj^ 
obliige<l to make ^ flop officially; their pafl^ 
port^ from HoUaad to the BritifH iborc being} 
^ttainaWe, only fropi thi^ quarter. And fvi- 
ther, rny frieud, uniting much .pifiyate worth 
Vfkh his public character^ very, m^ny of thcfc. 
unfortunate perfqns* were fo *5. gaily and fmiU 
*^ ingly preffed. to ^ay,** that fa long as the 
danger of the French army was not immediate 
they profited of his hofpitality for two or three 
days together. By thefe means princes, gene-» 
rals, chevalicrsjj women of quality, and whol^ 
bodies of the priefthood, paflcd under my 
cyc; and I had made my Gleaning of theif 
minds, manners, and pretenfions ; their mife- 
ries at home, and their hardftiips abroad, before 
they had gained our protecting country, 

In truth, the houfe above alluded to, gave 
them a very favourable imprcdion of Britifh 
courtcfy ; for being compofcd of the elegant 
wife and blooming daughters of my friend, 
thcfc children of misfortune met a variety of 
agrcmens well fuited to their prefent circum- 
flances. It would have charmed you to have 
fecn as I did, the family endeavours to diflipate 
the chagrin too heavy not to be obferved, ia 

the 
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th^ crimes of their parents j the crimes of loyiJtjr- 
to their king; and faving themfeives fnom 
death; trulling that the innocent chikiren 
would be no obje6ls of that univerfal: sdiS of 
Mood which has fince been iffued. 

The name of the firft of thefe gentlemen •wis « 
St. Leger ; of a noble perfon and a noble mind ; 
covered with laurels and the wounds by wliich 
they were acquired. Without gafconade^ he 
bade me take note of them as they flood dif- 
played in different parts of his body-*-fome 
received at Pondicherry in a former war s fome 
in Flanders ; moft of them by BrUiJhJbci ^ but 
all, Sir, exclaimed the Marquis, (fuch was his 
titfe) in the fervice of wy fovcreign^ and I am 
fare that will be a fufiicient apology to the for* 
givenefs, and a fufiicient motive to the protec-^ 
tion ofyotir fovereign. 

He renounced the name of Frenchman, he 
faidj and gloried that he was of Irifh anceftry ; 
" nor do I renounce only a Frenchman's * fiamr^ 
Sir/' faid the Marquis, " but a Frenchman's Ian-- 
^tui^e, and the very moment I can recover that 
of England, I fliall deem it difloyal, nay a

crime 
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him to feel whether the. heart of Louis palpu 
rated with any of the daflard emotions imputed 
to it ? ** But he muft die. Sir/' added the Mar- 
quis, " I forefcc. Sir, that Louis XVL mufi 
foon die. It is according to the new fyftem 
that he fhould be deftroyed : nor will .any part 
of his ill-fated family, left in France, fare htu 
terth ah himfelf ! Tbey are 4ill frojcrik^d *." 

How far this prophecy is fulfilled^, my dcaar 
friend, you need not be told. 

In the courfc of the evening on which thefe 
converfations took place, the three Chevalieri 
took a meafure perhaps inadequate and partial of 
each other's particular fituation ; each admit;^ed 

a fimilitude in ^^»<?r^/ calamity ,^ but eaqh. thoinghf 
fome trait of harder and more difficult forturp^ 
was appropriate in particular to himfelf! The 
two who had been compelled to leave their 
wives in an enemy's land, of courfe confidered 
iheir lot as the moft fcverc ; while the third, 
whofc children had fallen facrifices to their 
parents' fecurity, fecmed to think the fate of his 
two friends more tolerable than his own.

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During every fcnfchcc of this dc^IanltZorf 
her tears fell in abundance, and fbe exhibited 
all the agonies of a mother who had loft her 
children, while (he talked of rellgnation. 

The amiable family, under whofe hofpitabic 
roof thofe unfortunates were now received, 
tried the magic of their various accompliih- 
ments to charm away the no Icfs various dif- 
treffes of their guefts. The different enchant- 
ments of mulic, convcrfc, and cards, were by 
turns put in force, and had their eftccJs: but 
what fecmcd mod to intercft and amufe, was 
putting together one of the wooden maps of 
Europe, invented, it is faid, for the improve- 
ment of the young and happy, but calculated 
as it appeared in this inftancc, to fcoth the 
wretched and the mature. As the component 
parts of this play-thing were prcfcntcd in dif- 
ordcr, the emigrants began to arrange, in pro- 
grcfs of which they had no little difficulty. 
The Marqi:is was for throwing France wholly 
out of the map, being no longer Morthy, he 
faid, to fill a fpace in the Continent of Europe. 
This was oppolbd by his friend, who faftcncd 
with a tender fort of niifcry on DieffCy where 
he had hift left his vifc, but he agreed partially 
to cjcdl Paris: to this propofal, however, the 

other 
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funihifte of happier and fairer days is or mtf 
be in referve, and the prefcnt cJottd, howcvtf 
obtufc, Teems already to begin iiifpcrfing, and 
you will fee thcm> as it were^ come dancing 
from behind it. 

The then improbable, and novr, alas ! almoft 
impodible idea of returning to their homesi 
renovated in a moment their before-defpairing 
fpirits, and for the reft of the evening they 
-U'cre lefs afflicted than thofe who pitied them. 
I have obferved many inftances of this felicity 
of cpnftitution, habit, or country. How, in 
all inftances, but particularly in the pfefenC 
condition of their lives and fortunes, are they 
to be gratulated upon it? 

In the packet-b^ar, \^hich fome time after 
this little adventure took me to England, there 
were not lefs than eighty emigrant French on 
their pafTage to London. I had reafon to know 
that they left other countries cither by com- 
mand of the governors, or from terror of an 
approaching enemy ; and that the greater pan 
of them, fo far from having whcrcv.irh to make 
London a comfortr.ble rclicJcnce, had barely 
fufficient to pay their fare at an indulgfd price 
over the water. Yet meeting with a few per-« 

7 font 
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mighty in a cafe of death, be the lead evil in 
point of fufferance and fhame» however it might 
violate the laws of morality and religion. It was 
luckily an unneceflary alternative: for the vef- 
fel coming near enoygh to be fatisfied fhe had 
been in chafe of an Englifh packet-boat^ proved 
herfelf to be an Englilh frigate ; and foon flood 
off in the diredion Ihe had quitted on firft 
obferving us. " After all, flie*s orie of us/* cried 
the captain. The inftantaneous cfFcdt of the 
remark on the emigrants would have been 
afloniihing to a fpedator not acquainted with 
their temperament. 

Thofe who had the mod defpairing thoughts 
had now the gayeft ideas, and fuch as had been 
moll agile in preparing for war, gave proof of 
agility in the contrary extreme of preparing for 
peace, for they leaped, laughed, fung, and even 
played as it were, with the edge of the guillo- 
tine: one facctioufly obfcrvcd, that he fancieJ 
his neck (feeling it) was too port to be fitted 
to the inftrunjcnt ; and another cunningly faid, 
though he did not think his neck too Jhort he 
hoped it would be long enough before any expc- 
' rimcnt was made upon it, by Mcjf, Us Repuh^ 
licTiUis; while a third gentleman (with a flirug 
which would have a^fcertained his country, 

3 haa 
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themfelves, all that has afflided them^ or that 
v}ay afflidt, when xht fref€nt\% but a continuatioi 
of their gloom. They then colled: all the dif. 
aftrous parts of time into one point of mifery. 
The paft, prefent, and future feem, through 
this focus, but as one mafs, accumulated like 
fo many mountains to crulh them; and they 
feci the weight of adverfity, if I may (b cxprcfi; 
myfelf, in all its tenfes. In the Englifb, 
Dutch, and German minds I think it is differ- 
ent. Amidft the thickeft glooms of their 
condition, whatever be their degrees of natu- 
ral feeling, they bear the heavy collcflionofgnci 
with more equanimity. Either their minds 
are ftronger, or their fenfibility weaker; and 
befides, education, climate, and habits may 
contribute; but it brings into equipoifc the 
allotments of heaven, and the difpenfations of 
nature, whofe fyftcm is, perhaps, the only 
pofllble one in which equality can fubfitl — the 
equality of human happincfs; fincc fhe has 
made it with very few exceptions, almoft all 
her children, though not partakers of the fame 
felicity, proceeding from the fame caufcs, 
nearly the fame in effccfts. To bring this 
matter home to the fcene I have been rela- 
ting: had thefe paflengers been unmoved in 
the degree that a Dutch family felt themfclves 

(the 
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will the founders of the new Republic be dit 
appointed, if they ferioufly conceive that by 
making the ignorant learned, or the poor rich, 
or (flill worfe) by making all alike^ they (half 
incrcafe the felicity of mankind. By a change 
of condition they may make the induftrious 
idle, and the hunible diffatisfied ; but never 
can either the diffatisfied or the idle be happy. 
There is; a paffage from the noble poem I 
have juft quoted fo decifive on thi$ great qu^- 
tion, which now agitates the globe, that furcly 
the reafoning is as ftrong and indifputable a3 
the poetry is fwect and beautiful. It has all the 
condcnfation of thought, for which Pope is fo 
juftly celebrated; and, methinksj, (hould be 
written in letters of gold in a tranflation fuited 
to all languages, and folemnly read as an arti* 
cle of political, civil, and religious faith, by 
all the now contending nations, and indeed, 
all the neutral nations of the earth. On the 
tablet of every British memory, that has but 
a relifh of poefy, it is already engraved ; but 
by many, even of thofe who have it by rote. 
It feems by the laft accounts you fcnt me from 
England, to have left fo little impreffion that, 
were I rich enough, I fhould be fo far from 
contenting myfclf with the narrow diffufion of 
thefe volumes, that I would print the paflage, 

and 
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jnay be dill neceffary to make a hue-and-cr^ 
about liberty, equality, and confraternity ; and 
when they have fettled their ambition in the 
bed and fureil manner for them/elves^ they will, 
no doubt, convince the fubordinateclafles of 
the republic, that the word liberty in the new 
dictionary of France is to mean no more than 
— an uncontrouled and Jovereign will of certain 
individuals^ iff convention, to govern ibe rtfi of 
mankind \ and that Confraternity and E^ndity 
were convenient cant zvords and nicknames^ ufcd 
in the beginning of the French revolution as 
mere tools to work with by the Republican 
Mafons^ but which arc now become obfolere, 
and are to be thrown, like other plauiible 
trumpery, amidft the common lumber. And 
it cannot be doubted but that at lead ninety- 
nine out of every hundred pcrfons will find, 
fliould the prefcnt fyftem fucceed in acquir- 
ing any thing like a durable bafis, that the 
grand majority have been conlidercd as nothing 
liiore than journeymen, who, unlefs new work 
is cut out for them by their employers, may lie 
out of bufuicfs for the reft of their lives, with 
the aggravated rcflcSion of having thrown 
themfclvcs out of good places under one mafler, 
for the miferable trade of building caftles, 
which, with refped to themfclves at lead, will 

prove to be raifcd in the air. 

To 
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man, from whofc converfation I have received 
the highell focial pleafure ; and although^ juft 
as it is, it^ would bring me to the guillotine, 
ivere I a French patriot, it is a tribute which 
I ihould pay even to one of tbofe patriots uxrc 
I to find an equal aflemblage of great and happy 
endowments, independent of their political 
jargon and madnefs of the moment. Honeft 
praife is of no party, my dear friend ; and it is 
very compatible to applaud talents, and dctcft 
principles in the fame charadcr. In this 
inftancc, the admiration of one includes that of 
the other. 

After having faid this, you will be prepared 
for a little poetical gleaning, which my miife 
made of the vifcount as he fat at the tabic, 
encircled by a number of his admirers, each 
of whom he had enlivened by his wit, 
improved by his judgment, or amufcd by his 
fancy, for fcvcral hours. — I have only to 
require you will confider it the poetry of the 
moment, flowing from the heart into the focial 

current of converfation, and not elaborated 
by fludy.

And now ior a review of the Dutch troops 
by the Prince Stadtholder, who is fond of mili- 
tary difcipline, and in point of bravery and 
Ikill, a not unworthy defcendant of the illuf- 
trious Houfe of Orange, 

During one of my former vifits at this 
Brielle-home, as I ufed lo call it, on account of 
the apartment always facred to my returns, 
happened the annual vifitation of the Prince 
Stadtholder, who yearly makes a tour of the 
States to infpe<n: his garrifons, and to review 
his foldicrs. Although of an athletic and 
fomewhat dropfical form, and of a heavy ap- 
pearance, which indeed is ufually attached 
thereto, the mind of this Prince is adlive ; 
and notwithflandinga conftitutional wcakncfs; 
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fired from the ramparts^ and all the bells of 
all the churches were in tune to greet him right 
loyally, before his pcrfon could be feen. At 
length appeared his barge, which by the bye, 
was molt curioufly -bepainted and begilt: 
there was given a general falute of the military 
(I mean of the regulars) in garrifoii : to this 
fucceeded an apparently univerfal huzza of the 
people. 1 particularly remarked one man, 
"Who had the fame morning been pointed out to 
me as " borriblement patriot^* who waved his 
hat higher, and fent forth the voic^ of gratula- 
tion louder than the reft : but it is the nature of 
every fort of hypocrify to overaft its part, and 
frequently to betray what it is by the very at- 
tempt of appearing what it is not. 

I faw his Highnefs at a confiderable difhince* 
It was not Cleopatra meeting Mark Antony *,i 
when (lie failed down the Cydnos, in the bark 
which Shakfpeare has made immortal; but it 
was, perhaps, a much better Prince, and cer- 
tainly a much better man, than that Roman,

ter. He had to (land, hat in hand^ in the midft 
of it, till he had fettled the etiquette of receiv- 
ing and returning at leail fifty fine bows and 
gracious bendings, all which he did with the 
mod niagnanimous compofure, Ihaking the 
•* big round drops'' from his yet rounder face 
and facrcd ears 1 

In the like refigned way he fet off, brcafling 
the hurricane, which, inftcad of yielding to his 
patience, made head againft him more violently. 
He ran the military gauntlet of courtefy through 
all the principal ftrects, and from thence to a 
meadow at the diftancc of a mile, where tents 
were pitched to receive him. I have a very 
great objeclion to take long walks in the rain, 
albeit of a rambling difpofition ; but I made it 
matter of confcience to expofe myfclf to a good 
wetting on this great occafion. You would not 
gucfs the grandeur of my foul in fuch a trying 
hour, were I not to tell you on the faith of an 
hiftorian, that although I was armed with an um- 
brella I never fprcad it over my head ; by M'hich 
emulative adlion, I reduced myfclf to the fitua- 
tioil of the Prince himfclf, except that I had ftill 
the advantage of him in the article of the head, 
upon which I retained my hat, thus gaining in 

coiVifort 
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ing bufinefs firft, and dafhed through all the 
niatiaeuvres with the difpoiitions of a duck ; 
ail his foldiers following his example of courfc; 
ibough evidently with fometvhat of the reluc-i 
tance 'of a brood of chickens unnaturalljr 
fiithercjd, or rather mothered upon the (aid 
(flick. Prefently the air cleared, the fun broke 
out, - and the weather became more favourable 
tt) the manoeuvres, which were very adroitly 
performed, and gave great fatisfa<5lion to the 
l^rincc, who was indefatigable in his attention 
^d attendance ; he did not finifh at the Brielle 
till near three in the afternoon : it muft have been 
near five before he got to Helveotfluice, and 
probably midnight ere he regained his palace. 
Such arc the taxes which governments levy 
. upon the governors ; and I have not the 
Irnallcft doubt, but that this chief military 
commander of the Republic, laid his deluged 
head that night upon the pillow; heartily weary 
of pre-eminence, and awoke to the confoling 
thought tint he fliould not be condemned to 
pay fo dear a price for a few huzzas till that 
time twelve-months. 

My friend, men are in the habit of calling 
kings and emperors tyrants, when moft of them^ 
at kail now a-davs, arc inverted with a kind 

of 
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Funerals are no lefs remarkable. A nunie- 
rous body of the burghers^ in black gowns and 
decent bands^ attend the body of every decea(ed 
citizen.' The priefts» paftors, &c. vifit the 
houfc of the deceafed^ whichj even as if it was 
wholly evacuated, is ihut upi and that with 
moft jealous caution/ till the morning of the 
burial. The corpfe is brought out by twelve 
burghers, and carried by them not on fhoulders, 
but by hand to the grave, where it is depofited 
without any prayer whatever, though occa- 
lionally a fermon is preached. The mourners 
look into the yawning earth that is to hold 
their relation, or friend, and then depart. They 
take off thefe " cuftomary fuits of com- 
" mon black,'* and mix in the bufinefs or 
diverlions of the world. 

Amongft the advantages of a refidentiary or 
a deliberate traveller, who ftays in a place long 
enough, or vifits it often enough to gather its 
produce, whether natural or accidental, are 
thofe chances which throw you into the path of 
brother wanderers, whether preparing to take 
the field or returning home with the harveft 
of obfervation, from the different quarters of 
this wide world of enterprize. Several of theft, 
the Chapter of Accidents has already prefented:

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I bclicVc in my confcicnce, the Lord knows not 
whither; for he talks of traverfing regions. 
" where human enterprizc has never yet

thus amufe thyfclf with the fliining vapours of 
thy own felf-lovc, and thus giye

This Mr. Blank travels with his works in hu 
portmanteau; enters an inn, calls for pen and 
ink in a violent hurry, to write down his laft 
thoughts, fcribblcs at full fpccd, and notes — 
joins the public dining-tabic — introduces hi?:i- 
/elf—dini\, what he conceives to be the btft 
part of him, his works, to the company — 
fortes his right and left hand neighbour to be 
his aucliiors — while the firfl: courfe is removing 
he takes care. to fill up the interval with tlie 
richcft entroiict — he fervcs hirnfdf up again — 
begs the company to hear or read fome favou- 
rite paffage, which has been admired, copied, 
;ind got by heart in every court of Euro;:e; 

rehearfcd 
* T his is Mr, Blank's own account of his travels. 
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that t traveller who has encountered to maiqr 
Tnore difficulties than Robinfon Crufoe» or Mr. 
Bruce^ is to be difmayed by a few natural im. 
pediments in any of his auditory: he goes on 
reciting with the mod perfcvering vehemence; 
and as in the above inftancc, he fatigues you 
out of vour welUdiifembled deafnefs, he wearies 
yon out of every other afiumed misfortune^ :by 
making you at Icail confefs that though you 
hceoe tyt^ you will notjee^ and though you have 
ears you will not bear. Thus you muft cither 
facrifice your appetite to your politcnefs^ or 
your politenefs to your appetite. Mr. Blank 
has written defcriptions of countries, through 
which he has never paiTed; held difcouries 
with the inhabitants who never had habita- 
tion ; having firfl invented and then convcrfod 
with them ; painted fufFerings with which it 
has not yet plcafcd the jufticc of God .to 
reward his falfhood ; and incurred many hair- 
breadth efcapcs without his ever having been 
in danger. 

As it is however well obfcrvcd> that ^* no- 
•* thing can come of nothing,*' I ftiall haften to 
repay you for having made fo " much ado'* 
about it by the introduction of another travel- 
ler, who will make his entri under every cir- 

cumftance 
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•' performed/* was in pcrfed contraft to the lite, 
rary, or rather the illiterate arrogance with 
^hich Mr. Blank had the day before roundly 
afferted in my hearing, .that.** if he was ever 
« again tempted to gratify the curiofity of an 
** ungrateful \vorld it (hould be well paid for;" 
becaufe, added the vain-glorious boafter, ** I 
** cannot afford to throw away my time and 
«* talents on a work, which, by annihilating ail 
«* other travellers in the like route, belldes the 
" traverfe of unknown realms, will throw a new 
" light and luftre upon hiftory !** 

Nothing fhort of the pleafure one derives 
from the unaffected diffidence of a Mr. Prize, 
adorned with all the bluihing powers of merit, 
and of genius unconfcious of thofc powers, coukl 
atone for the difgufting pain ope fullers from 
ihe fwciling conceit of a Mr. Blank, who wirh
